This view was expressed this 
week by G. C. Morris, executive 
direltor of the Highway Safety 
Council of Texas, in a statement 
announcing that 
the non-profit 
state-wide council is undertaking 
an educational

courage motorists to “ Get a Safe­ 
ty Check, Too" each time their 
automobiles are serviced. 


“ An oil change and grease job 
are important to the life of any 
car.” Morris said. "but a 
thor­ 
ough check 
of 
the key 
safety 
points on the automobile may be 
far more important to the life of 
the driver and the other occu­ 
pants. 
“ Our surveys 
indicate that a 
regular lubrication check-up ev­ 
ery 1,000 miles has 
become 
a 
habit with most automobile own­ 
ers who are aware of the value 
of their car," he reported. '‘Auto­ 
motive servicemen estimate, how- 
ever, that not one in IO drivers 
ever ask for a check on the safety 
of brakes, lights, steering mechan­ 
ism, w'heels or other such key 
factors in safe driving. 


“Thp 
standard 
practice.” 
he 
said, “ seems to be to wait for 
trouble to develop and then hope 
that 
it does not cause a fatal 
or crippling crash before it can 
he corrected." 
Morris 
said 
that 
the 
three- 
year-old Texas inspection law’ had 
improved the general standard of 
mechanical 
safety 
for 
vehicles 
operating on Texas highways, but 
that the requirements for this an­ 
nual 
inspection 
do 
not 
include 
some key safety elements. 
“ ( )n 
modern 
day 
automobile* 
and other vehicles, the steering 
mechanism deserves far more fre- 
ouent and careful attention than 
it receives,'' he said as one illus­ 
tration. 
“ More than five major 
accidents each week are caused 
by steering failures and this does 
not include innumerable accidents 
in which the cause cannot he de­ 
termined.” 


The Texas inspection 
law no 
longer requires inspection of the 
steering mechanism, Morris noted. 
Morris said that the Highway 
Safety Council member’s hope to 
make regular voluntary safety in­ 
spections a regular habit among 
automobile 
owners 
when 
they 
leave their vehicles for servicing 
at garages. 
“ No amount of alertness, cau­ 
tion or training can help a drivel 
prevent an accident when his auto­ 
mobile fails for mechanical rea­ 
sons w h ile traveling at highway 


speeds," 
Morris said. 
"Mechani 
cal failures must he prevented be­ 
fore the driver gets on the high 
wav.”

Early Destruction 
Of Cotton Stalks Is 
Best Insect Fighter 


Boll 
weevils 
and 
pink 
boll­ 
worm s, Insect dollar grabbers ot 
the cotton fields, are plentiful in 
m os tareas of Texas. 
The show ­ 
ery w eather reduced the effective­ 
ness of control m easures and en­ 
abled 
the insects 
to increas to 
record numbers. 
Cotton farm ers of the Hamlin 
region are urged by extension E n­ 
tom ologist F. M. F uller of Texas 
A. & M. College, in order to stop 
a further increase, to destroy all 
cotton 
stalks 
im m ediately 
after 
the harvesting job is com pleted. 
He recommends that a shredder 
type 
stalk cutter 
be 
used 
and 
then followed w ith a plowing job 
which will get all plant m aterial 
covered deeply. 
The big objective is to destroy 
the insects’ food supply and thus 
force them into w inter hiberna­ 
tion 
in 
a 
w eakened 
condition. 
This will m ean 
few er survivals 
and a lower em ergence rate next 
spring. 
Besides being the m ost econom i­ 
cal 
control m ethod, early 
stalk 
destruction also gets the soil in 
top condition for planting a w in­ 
ter legume crop and im proves its 
w a te r holding capacity. 
F u ller says to be most effec­ 
tive, 
the stalk 
destruction 
pro­ 
g ram should be carried out on a 
com m unity or b etter still on a 
co unty or area-w ide basis. 
The 
biggest 
re tu rn s rom e 
when 
the 
sta lk s are destroyed ju st as far 
ahead of frost as is possible. 
Rut 
the practice is w orthw hile, he ex­ 
plains, even if delayed until only 
a few days before frost. 
H e says reports from the south­ 
ern part of the sta te indicate that 
counties in that area have met 
their deadline dates for having all 
cotton stalks destroyed, and urges
